morning of Sept 20th last: ' 


"Monday at noon a telephone mes- 


sage notified the county coroner that 
wo men were found dead near Lake 
View school house No. 3. State Atty. 
Mosely, the coronor and depyt. sheriff 
Moylan went from here to investigate 
and hold an inquest. The bodies were 
found near 
School No. 
3, In Lake 


View district. When the officials ar- 
rived there was a. large crowd of 
people there who had come to view 
the bodies with a view of identifica- 
tion. 


From appearance there had been a 


erifflc fight before the men had been 
pounded and shot to death. The men 
had been hit on the head, supposedly 
with a heavy machine hammer which 
was found near by, as was also the 
holster of an automatic revolver. The1 
holster bore the trade mark of some 
German firm and alw Uie name "Bern- 
hard Heinr. Geyer." 
Both men had 


bullet holes through their bodies near 
the heart region. Splotches of blood 
were here and there near where one 
of the bodies lay. 


A Coroners jury was sworn in and 


the bodies were thoroughly examined 
by the jury and Doctors Swenson and 
W'idmeyer.

When the officials ar- 
rived there was a. large crowd of 
people there who had come to view 
the bodies with a view of identifica- 
tion. 


From appearance there had been a
